The original idea was, 
to withdraw all 5 franc notes, and issue 5 franc silver pieces 
again, but the country has preferred the paper, so these are still 
in circulation. I have been informed that the 20 franc notes have 
been withdrawn and replaced with gold, which you get at all times 
today in Switzerland. 


Had the opportunity of acquiring a number of Urowns and 
Swiss Cantonal Coins, and if you will let me know when you want 
them, I will send them up by special messenger. 


I also take great pleasure in handing you a few German 
silver coins, struck during the war - a Mark of 1915 and Half 
Marks of 1918 and 19193 also a 1922 5 and 10 Pfennig piece.
